PLEASE READ BEFORE ORDERING 


Shipments Made December Ist to April 15th—Plants are sel- 
dom ripened or dormant enough to ship before December Ist. 
Most of the patent varieties are not released to us before De- 


cember 15th. It is not practical or advisable to ship later than 
April 15th. 


Those living in regions with late spring should place their 
order early. Plants will be reserved and held dormant as long 
as possible and then shipped to be held longer in cooler 
climate if necessary before planting. 


Genuineness and Guarantee—The greatest care and pre- 
caution is exercised to keep all varieties true to name and we 
do not substitute unless authorized to do so, and then under 
true labels only. Any plants proving otherwise will be re- 
placed free of charge; but it is mutually agreed and under- 
stood that we will not be held liable for any greater amount 
than the purchase price of the plants involved. 


Plants should be examined immediately upon arrival and 
if not in good condition they should be returned immediately. 
If accepted they should be set in a pail or tub of water over- 
night (not longer), after which they may be planted out or just 
heeled in until ready to plant. Any plants failing to grow will 
be replaced at one-half purchase price. 


Special Discount for large orders. A discount of 10% is 
offered on orders of fifty roses or more. 15% discount on or- 
ders of 100 or more. Patent varieties excepted. Many will be 
able to take advantage of this saving by ordering with friends.

AMI QUINARD—(H. T. 1927) Long pointed, blackish garnet bud, 
opening into a loose, semi-double, fragrant bloom; so dark it seems 
almost black. A very vigorous bush with fine foliage. A persistent 
bloomer. 


ANGELE PERNET — Buds deep, flaming orange to semi-double. 


blooms of brilliant reddish apricot. Fragrant. Bush of moderate 


growth, stems stiff, foliage shiny and attractive. 


AUTUMN—Mingled shades of burnt orange and red. Somewhat 
like the President Hoover but smaller, darker and more double.

BRIARCLIFFE—An improved Columbia. High-centered buds of ex- 
cellent form, color bright pink. Stems long, stiff and nearly thorn- 
less. : 


CALEDONIA—(1928) Large, double, high centered, pure white. 
The bush is sturdy and of upright growth. 


CECIL—Very large, single flowers of clear, golden yellow. Re- 
sistant to mildew and almost constantly in bloom. 


CHAS. P. KILHAM—Rich oriental red flushed with orange. 
pointed buds opening to high center.

CHRISTOPHER STONE—(H. T. 1935) This is without doubt the 
brightest red rose ever produced.

CYNTHIA—(1933) A sturdy growing bush, producing an improved

IRISH ELEGANCE—Long, beautiful buds of apricot, opening into 
a single flower.

ISOBEL—Flowers single and of a rich, flushed orange-scarlet, 
changing to brilliant pink and copper with pure yellow centers.

Foliage when young, dark violet, turn- 
ing to deep green with age. 


LADY MARGARET STEWART—Buds of deep sunflower yellow, 
heavily veined with orange-scarlet which open into a flower of 
deep sunflower-yellow. Leathery sage green foliage which seems 
to be disease proof. 


LORD CHARLEMONT—Long buds opening to large double flowers 
of intense clear crimson-scarlet and deepening to lasting carmine- 
crimson with almost-black shadings.

In this section they produce freely 
throughout the season and are still very popular. 


IULU—tThis beautiful rose has created the most favorable com- 
ment wherever grown. Extremely long dainty buds of coral apricot 
opening to semi-double flowers. The prettiest button hole rose 
on the market. The bush is strong growing and free flowering. 


MAYOR BAKER—Very little known is this beautiful rose, named 
in honor of Ex-mayor Baker of Portland. A coppery red resembling 
Cuba in form. We consider it one of the most beautiful roses in 
our gardens. 


McGREDY’S SCARLET—Brilliant red petals on hinges of deep gold. 
An exceptionally fine rose, seldom out of bloom. 


McGREDY’S PORTADOWN IVORY — Long buds opening to ivory 
white. Perfectly double flowers, sweetly scented. 


MEV. G. A. VanROSSEM — Thick petaled, large orange-yellow 
flowers, heavily veined and suffused with red. A strong hand- 
some bush that blooms very freely throughout the summer. 


MME, BUTTERFLY—Perfectly formed flowers of about thirty petals.

PLANTING INSTRUCTIONS 


Few plants respond so readily to good care and culture as 
the rose. But few will survive under more adverse conditions. 
Or, though your bushes may grow, do not expect best results 
unless you would give them thought and care throughout the 
year. Our plants are packed well in damp moss to arrive in 
perfect condition for immediate planting. If not planted im- 
mediately the roots should be kept moist and stored in a cool 
place until planted. 


Select a place that has not less than one-half the day's sun, 
more or full sun is better. Dig the soil to a good depth to know 
that the plant will have good root room and that a layer of hard 
pan or tight earth does not exist just below the plant to hold 
water and injure the plants during the winter months. Enrich 
the soil with well rotted cow manure and sand if necessary to 
create a friable condition. Some clay in the soil is desirable 
for its mineral content, provided enough sand or humus are 
added to make the soil workable. 


Dig large holes, spaced at least 18-24 inches apart. Spread 
out the roots and fill in with loose earth. Run water in the 
holes while filling in to bring the soil in better and closer con- 
tact to the roots. Cut back tops to about 6 or 8 inches. Do not 
plant too deep. Plant only to the depth plant originally grew. 

During he growing season the plants should be fed with a 
good complete commercial fertilizer worked into the top soil 
around the plants. Small quantities monthly are best. First 
application for new plants should not be used until plants are 
in full and strong leaf and then only in very small amounts. 

Spray the plants regularly. Dry sulphur, containing about 
one-fifth arsenate of lead, to keep down the mildew. A nicotine 
or pyrethrum spray for aphis on the young shoots. Or if you 
prefer an all-around spray, we have found Triogen to give 
excellent results where it is used regularly about every ten 
days. 

Space does not permit more detailed instructions and only 
a general outline is intended. Your interest and good judg- 
ment are after all the most important factors and will pay you 
a thousand-fold for your every effort.
